there is no contradiQion,vnleſle the 
ſame reſpeR be obſerued in both, 
heeis verily a finner, and verily no 


deration,hee is verily no {inner pro- 
perly, perſonally,and by at of inhe- 
renciczhe is a ſinner truely, yet rela- 
tiucly and by act of impuration. 
For vs.) That is,ſo many of vs 2s 
are eleed,and doe belceue: forwe

Chriſt vndertookethe diſcharge of 
all mens finnes before God, to an+ 
ſwere and farisfie the iuſtice of God 
for them all; for then why are not 
all men ſaued ? Cl, 1. 14. i» whom 
we haue redemption by bus bloud,that 
is, the remiſſon of finnes. Out of 
which place I reaſon thus : All thar 
are cffeually redeemed by Chriſt 
on Gods part,they haue the pardon 
of their {ins, but all and cuery par« 
ticular ſingular man haue not the 
pardon of their ſmnc, ergo,all and 
cuery particular man are not etfe- 
Qually redeemed by Chriſt on 
Gods part. The propoſition is ma- 
nifeſt out of the wordes of the text, 
where redemption and remiſhon of 
ſinnes,are infeperably yoaked and: 
coupled together, and reaſon doth 
enforce the ſame,that where the iu» 
ſtice of God is fully ſatisfied , no- 
thing can be further obieed vato, 

B or 
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or required of the ſinner: & on ſatif. 
fad&ion neceſarily followeth and de 
pendeth the aboliſhment ofall fanne 
and guilt : for the Aſſumprion, that 
is likewiſe cleere.For if allmen had 
the pardon of their ſins, then ſome 
who are effecually called, iuſtified, 
lanRiked- and vnited vnto Chriſt, 
may torally fall away from grace, 
and finally periſh, which is a helliſh 
and ynccmfortably doctrine; the 
reprobates may be members of the 
Catholike Church, which is a Po- 
iſhdoctrine: then the gifts and cal- 
ling of God ſhould beluch,nhereof 
hee did repent him,if the pardon of 
ſinne once giuen could be fruſtrate 
and made void. Wherefore thoſe 
men that hold and teach that our 
Sauijour Chriſt rooke vpon him the 
diſcharge of all mens ſinnes,to ap- 
peaſe and pacihe rhe wrath of God 
forthem all, as well of Caine as of 
; : Abcl, 
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Abel, of Eſau as of lacob,of Pharaoh 
asof Moſes, of Iudas as of Peter, of 
reprobate as of eleQ, they erre and 
are greatly deceiued, as might be 
ſhewed at large,if this Text did giue 
me ſo fit occaſion. 

That we.) That is, ſo many of vs 
as doe belceue. Here comes three 
things to be expounded : firſt, what 
this righteouſnefſe here mentioned 
is: ſecondly , why it is called the 
righteouſneſſe of God : thirdly, how 
we becomeit,andirt ours, This righ- 
teouſneſſe that wee may the better 
conceiue, wee mult remember this 
diſtinction. There is in Chriſt a rwo» 
fold righteouſneſle,accordingco the 
iverſgie of his nature; the one is 
vncreated and infinite, which is the 
righreouſneſſe of the Deitie, called 
by Diuines, his eſſenriall righreouſ- 
neſſe: the other is createdand finite, 
which is the righreoulneſle of the 
B 2 huma- 
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humanitie, The former is not here 
intended or ſpoken of by the Apo» 
ſtle,as may appeareby two reaſons: 
fit, this righccouſneſle is infinite, 
and therefore incommunicable , 
and if it could be communicared, 
yetthe finite creature were not Ca- 
pable of it, conſidering that that 
which isinfinite,can neicher bepart 
nor accident of thatwhich is finite; 
ſecondly, if wee could be capable 
of it, wee ſhould be Deified; and 
then the Apoſtle might more fit- 
ly have ſaid, that wee might be 
made righteous Gods in him, then 
the righteoulneſſe of God in him. 
W herefore the dotage of 0fun- 
der,concerning the wltification of 
a {i1ner by his eflentiall righteouſ- 
neſſe,is ro be abhorred and renoun+ 
ced as blaſphemous herefie, abſurd 
and ridiculous even to common 
ſenſe, As fos the place, 2 Pet. 1. 4- 
where 


i 
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where it is ſaid that the fairhfull are 
made partakers ofthe diuine nature, 
it maketh nothing for the patrona- 
ging of this errour, for by Natureis 
not meant ſubſtance, but diuine qua- 
lities of wiſdome,holines, & righte- 
ouſnes,liuelily repreſenting the na- 
ture ofGod,who is wiſdome, holines 
and rightcouſneſſe it ſelfe. The latter 
15 therighteouſnes of the humanity, 
which 1s here : which is two-fold, 
originall, which is the puritie and 
integritie of his nature,v/z.the con- 
formitie ofthe whole man vnto the 
will of God:actuall, which is eyther 
actiue,which he achiuedin fulfilling 
the Law; or paſſive in his ſufferings. 
Now this whole righteouſneſle is 
imputed vnto vs to 1uſtification, as 
after wee ſhall declare. 

In theſceond place, this righte- 
ouſnefle is calledthe rightcouſneſle 


of God, and that for three cauſes: 
B 3 firſt, 
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firſt, becauſe God is theſole Author 
and giuer of1t, Nature doth nor af- 
ford,neither good education,al that 
free-will & the good vic of the gifts 
ofNature «oth or can afford 1s no 
more bur an outward ciuil righteouſ- 
nes before men,which cannot iuſti- 
fic a {inner before God : ſecondly, 
God alone acceptcth itfor & inthe 
behalfe of the {inner,therby giving 
him abſolution trem guilr, and title 
and incereſt vnto life: thirdly, in re» 
ſpec of the ſubicQ, becauſe it is in 
that perſon which is not onely man 
but alſo God,in whom it is referued 
as in a ſtore-houſe for the vie ot the 
Church. 

Thirdly, this righteouſneſſe be- 
comes ours after this manner;Sinne 
is that which makes a man vnrigh- 
teous and thg childe of wrath and 
vengeance :now in ſinne there arc 


three things hurtfull vato man: the 
firſt 
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firſtis, condemnation orguilt,which 
is an obligation to puniſhment: the 
fecondis actuall diſobedience vnto 
the morall Law : the third is, origi- 
nail corruption, the fountaine of all 
ſinne:rheſe are chreedeadly wounds 
andthree running ſores inthe harts 

and conſciences of all tinners. 
Contrariwite Chriſt leſus is per- 
fetly righteous, and in him are 
three inei{timabie benefits, anfwera- 
ble co the three former eutls : firſt, 
the ſufferings of Chriſt vpon the 
Croſle, cufficient for all mens fins : 
ſecondly, the obedience of Chriſt 
in fulfilling the Law : thirdly, the 
perfect holineſſe of the humane na- 
ture of Chriſt, and theſe are three 
ſoueraigne medicines to heale all 
wounded conſciences-: and as three 
running ſtreames of lining waters 
to bathe and to ſupple the bruiſed 
and contrite heart. Now commeth 
B4 Faith, 
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Faith, and firſt lIayeth hold on'the 
ſufferings or paſſiue obedience of 
Chrilt, which being imputed and 
applyed tothe ſinner, hecis deliue- 
red from guilt and condemnation, 
and ſothefirſt deadly wound is cu- 
red. Againe, Faith layeth hold vpon 
his active obediencein fulfilling the 
Law, which being imputed and ap- 
plyed, the perſon of the {inner is 
accepted as perfectly juſt before 
God , and fo the ſecond deadly 
wound is cured. Thirdly, Faith ap- 
plyeth the holinefle of his humane 
nature, called his habitual or origi- 
nall righteouſneſſe, whereby hee is 
accepted of Godas perfeQly holy, 
and ſothe third deadly wound is cu- 
red. And thus we ſec how this righ+ 
teouſneſle is become ours, and wee 
it, And thus much fhall ſuſfice to 
haue ſpoken touching the meaning 
of the wordes. 

Now 
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Now followeth the vſe ofdodtrine. 
And toomit many other doctrines 
which might be gathered our 'of 
this place, I will content. my ſelfe 
with this one which the wordes doe 
naturally afford, being almoſt ex. 
preſſed in the Text,to wit, hence we 
are taught whatis the formall cauſe 
of the juſtification of a ſinner before 
God, viz. a reciprocall tranſlation 
of our {inne vnco Chriſt , and his 
righteouſneſle vnto vs, the which 
comprehendeth the whole forme of 
luſtification : wherein there are two 
things : firſt, a not imputing of ſin: 
ſecondly,an imputing of righteoul- 
neſſe; for that our finnes may not 
be imputed vnto vs,neceſſarily they 
muſt be imputed vnto Chriſt; and 
that we of ſinners may become iuſt, 
his righteouſneſle muſt be imputed 
vnto vs.1n a wordthen,the forme of 
lufuficationis the imputation of the 

perfect 
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perfeA obedience of Chriſt vnto 
the belccuer for the remiſſion of 
ſinnes, and for righteouſneſſe. This 
point becauſe it is a fundamental 
principle, anda nuaine ground and 
Piller of our religion,and not a little 
controuerred betweenethe church 
0: Rome and vs,l will tandrhe lon- 
ger inthe handling of it, boththat 
we may be confirmed inthe truth 
of ſo neceſſary dotine, as alſo ar- 
med with the armour of proofe 2- 
gainſtail the aſſaulrs of theaduerſa- 
ries wherewith they ſhall impugne 
it. | 
And that wee may proceede in 
ſome order, wee will conſider theſe 
three things : firſt, what impurarion 
is: ſecondly, that it is the formall 
cauſeof the luſtification ofa ſinner 
before Ged: thirdly, we will rouch 
ſome of the principall obietions 
which are alledged tothe — 
Y 
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by that apoſtaricall and hereticall 
Church ot Rome. And to beginne 
wichthe name: Jmputation,ts a Me- 
taphor, borrowed nor from num- 
bers & Ar ithmerique (as forme haue 
thought) but from a kinde of con- * 
tract,called acceptilation; wherein 
the creditor is content to accept 
the payment of the ſuretic inthe be« 
halfe of the debrer, cuen as it hee 
had diſcharged it in his owne per- 
ſon. Touching the vſe and accep- 
tion of the word, it is two-fold in 
Scriptures: the firſt is, when an m- 
herent qualitie or action procee- 
dingthence, is imputed vato re- 
ward or puniſhment : tor reward, 
mention js made of it, Rom. 4.4.t8 
bim that worketh, the wages are im- 
puted : an example of irwee haue in 
Phinehas, Pſal.106.31.wholeworke 
the Lord mputed vnto him for righ- 
tcouſneſſe, that is, hee approued it, 

accepted 
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accepted it, and rewarded it for the 
faith ofthe worker. For puniſhment 
wee haucan inſtance,2 Sam19.19, 
where the varlet Shrmer doth be- 
ſeech Dauidon this manner: Le? not 
my Lord impute wickedneſſe unto me, 
that is, let him not inflict the pu- 
niſhment of my finne vpon mee, 
2.7 m.4-26.At my firſt anſwering no 
man aſs:ifted mee, but all forſooke me, 
Ipray God that it may not be laid to 
their charge. The ſecond is, when 
ſomethingout of a mans ſelfe is by 
imputation made his, as though it 
were inherent in him, or wrought 
by him : thas it is vſed, Rom. 2. 26, 
Thy vatircumtiſicn ts made Circumti- 

fron if thow beet an obſeruer of the 

Law.So to Philemon, verſe 18, ff 
Onefimus hath done thee any hurt, 
impure it 'o me,orlet iton my ſcore, 
7 will repay: and in this latter ſenſe 
we are tO ſpeake of it in this place. 

Imputa- 
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Imputation therefore may bethus 
deſcribed; It is an ation of God ac- 
cepting the all-{uthcient and per- 
fect! Obedience of Chriſt, in the be- 
halfe of the belceuing ſunner, vnro 
latisfation and iuſtihcation. Now 
thenro comets the firſt point, that 
Imputation thus deſcribed, is the 
forine of che iuſtification of a ſinner 
before God, though many argu- 
ments might be vſed,yetI will con- 
tent my {clte with theſe two, both 
which are contained in this Text : 
the former whereof may be framed 
thus; After what manner Chriſt be- 
came a ſinner, afrer the ſame man- 
ner wee are made juſt; but hee be- 
cane a ſinner,not by infuſion of any 
corrupt qualities into his holy na- 
ture (which were blaſphemic once 
to conceiue) but by imputation of 
our {in onely : therefore we are iuſt 
before God, nor by infuſion of any.

and Chr:ſoftome 1aith, that therfore 
it is called the righteouſnes of God, 
becauſe it is wuhour all ſtaine and 
defect, and theretore cannot poſſi- 
bly be inherent in vs, wherefore we 
may ſafely conclude,that this righ- 
tcoaſneſle is not reſident in vs, but 
receiued from another, and aftera 
ſort made ours, to wit, by impura- 
tion. 

ObieF. But itis excepted, that it 
is abſurd in reaſon, that a man ſhold 
be iuſt by the righteouſneſle of an- 
other, even as if a man ſhould be 
wiſe by the wiledome of another,or 
| learned 
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learned by the learning of another; 
or liue bythe life of another, _ 
Anſ. This reaſon had ſome co- 
lour, if the righteouſneſle of Chriſt 
were perſonall, and ſo limited and 
tied vnto him,that it could not from 
him be deriued vnto others; bur ir 
is ſo in him that it may be ours,and 
conueyed vnto vs by imputation : 
the reaſon is, becauſe Chritt is a 
publike perſon, repreſenting all the 
EleR; yea, the roote and ſtocke of 
the Ele, euen as Adam was the 
roote and ſtocke of all mankinde, 
Looke as therefore the firſt tranſ- 
reſfion of 44am wasnot his alone, 
bo euery particular mans deſcen- 
ding from him by generation: even 
ſo, the righteouſneſſe of Chriſt is 
not his alone, bur pertaines to all 
the Ele, being by faith vnited vn- 
to him,and made bone of his bone, 


and fleſhof m—_ | 
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And as the iuyce and ſap which 
is inthe roote of the tree, is made 
the ſap ofthe branches: by partici- 
pation : euen ſo the righteouſneſle 
of Chriſt being inherent in him as 
inthe head, is made the righteouſ- 
neſle of the members by imputati- 
on. And as the Lands and goods of 
one manare made ouer vnto ano- 
ther by deed of gift, ſale,exchange, 
or ſome like conueyance of Law, 
both for title and vie : euen fo, the 
rightcouſneſic of Chriſt, by vertue 
of the free gift of God, according 
to the renure of the Couecnant of 
Grace, is truely and really conucy- 
ed vntovs #nd made ours. Theſe 
two reaſons are ſufficient grounds, 
whatſoeuer may be excepted torhe 
contrary , whereupon this conclu- 
fion may be raiſed; that the ſole 
imputation of the righteouſneſſe of 
Chriſt, is che forme ofthe juſtifica- 
zi0n 
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tion of a ſinner before GOD. 

Now followeth the third point, 
viz. the anſwering of thoſe obieQi- 
ons which are alledged to the con. 
trary. 

0b, Firſt of all, it is replyed that 
Imputation,isa conceitinuented and 
deuiſed by man, not aboue fifty or 
ſxxry yeeres old, not to be found in 
Scriptures,or in the ancientand Or- 
thodoxe Writers of the Church. 

Anſ. To this many things may 
be anſwered; firlt, what greater im- 
pudencie and bold-hardineſle can 
there be,then to contradi& the ma- 
nifeſt and expreſle reſtimonie of 
Scripture ? for this very 1mputation 
is beat vpon and repeated no ſel. 
domer then eſcuen times in the 
fourth Chapter ro the Romanes,and 
itis as ancient as 4braham,of whom 
itis faid,Gen.15. 6. He belceued God 
and it was imputed vnto him for 
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riehteonſneſſe : not as the Papiſts 
falſely interprete it; that Abrahams 
faith was ſo excellent, that ic deſer- 
ued the infuſion of habituall grace, 
but Abrahams by faith caſting him- 
ſelte and relying vpon the promiſe 
of grace concerning righteouſneſle, 
remiſſion of ſins and life by Chriſt, 
was juſtified, or his Faich was impus 
ted vnto him for righteouſneſſe, Me- 
ronimia adiuntti; that is, what his 
faithapprehended becamehis righ- 
reoulneſle by impuration. Againe,it 
is to be found in the beſt and ſoun- 
deſt auncient VWriters, Her ome, An 
ſelme , and Chriſoſtome vpon this 
place, whothough they doc natex- 
preſſe the word Imputation, yet vic 
it in eff=C; ſaying, that this righre- 
ouſnefſe is not in vs, but in him, as 
our ſinne is nothis but ours, not in 
him but in vs, and Chriſoſtome ſaith, 
it muſt be without all ſtaine & _ 
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So Ang. in trat?.,.in Nohn.& de St 
+ litera, 6a. 9. © 26. © Bernard, 
ſer. 62.in Cant.& ſer.ad milites tem- 
lj, ed. 11. mors in Chriſt o morte fur 
gatar, & Chriſti iuftitia nobis impu+ 
tatur. Many more teſtimonies might 
be alledged to this purpoſe, bur 9uz 
plura videre cupit, legar Fulconem in 
reſponſine ad annotationes Rhemen- 
ſum ſuper banc locum. Let then the 
Rhemitts mock ſo long as they will, 
and call this a new no-iuſtice, it is 
ſufficient for vs, that ir is grounded 
on Scriptures, and wanteth not the 
reſtimonie of the Church. | 
To proceede further, /mpntation 
+ nora 'meere device', bur a very 
thing; fo itis a relation, tha is, an 
ordination, or application of that 
which the Logitians call the funda-

is nothingelſe but a relation?Again, 
if a relation be nothing, what ſhall 
be the internall forme of a Sacra- 
ment? is itany other buta relation 
or proportion berweene the ſigne 
andthe thing ſignified? And if a re- 
lation be nothing, many a man is 
vniuſtly adiudged and. condemned 
todye, both in the Courts of men,

Chriſt hath notthis power. Vhat is 
this clſc,but todeny vntothe Head, 
that which they alfow vnto the 
members? and to giue totheir mi- 
niſteriall head, that which they de- 
nie vnto the imperial, as they foo- 
liſhly diſtinguiſh? Bur'not eontent 
with this , they pleade further for 
themſclues,faying, that there is no 
neceſſiticofthe imputation of righ- 
tcouſneſſe, becauſe wee are iultifed 
by an inherent righteouſneſle,recei- 
ued'from Chrift by infafion :'this 
they labourto confirmeby teſtimo- 
nic of Scripture, principally our of 
Rom. 5. 18. As Þ the offevc of one 
man many dye 3 out of which mw 
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they reaſon thus: As the impuratiue 
diſobedicnce of Adam did truly print 
into the nature of man, corruption 
and ſinne,and not putatiuely onely, 
as they ſpeake : fo the imputatiue 
obedience of Chriſt,doth print into 
the nature ofman holineſſe & grace, 
and notby impuration onely. This 
argument they-rake to be ſo firme 
and fo {trong:that it admitreth-no 
anſwere which notwithſtanding, be- 
ing well weighed is of no moment : 
for if all were graunted; nothi 
could be proued, vnleſſe it:could be 
ſhewed that this righteouſies-prin- 
ted in our natures, and reſident ity 
vs, were that whereby a finher.is ju- 
ſified before God, which cannotbe, 
as is manifeſt by this reaſon; That 
righteouſne{ſc which muſtabſolue 
and acquite'a ſinner before: God; 
muſt beabſohiteand perfett,and in 
all points: anſwerable and / corres 
1'&7? ſpondent 
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muth to ftabliſh juſtification by 
imputation, as by inherenciez yea, 
and more rather,by how much the 
cauſe is of greater force 'then the 
effect : for as the impuratiue finne 
of Adam was the cauſe of. inherent 
corruption in mans naturezeucn ſo 
the impuratiue' righteouſneſſe , of 
Chriſt is the cauſe of inherent grace 
in the -faithfull. And. now to. take 
this weapon, out of their hands , 
which they haue'drawne(as it were) 
tocut the throate of Jmputation, it 
may fitly be.. retorred vpon their 
owne heads 0n this manner.:.Asthe 
imputatiue 'difahedience of Adam 
was ſufficient co make all menguil- 
tis. and culpable of condemnation 
before God,though it left behinde

9.24. the righte- 
ouſneſſe- of the Meſſias. is an eter- 
nall righteouſneſſe, but this impu- 
ratiue riphteouſneſle ceaſeth at rhe 
end of this life : ergo. | 

An. Though the a@t of impurari- 
on of rightcouſneſle- ceaſcrh after 
death,becauſe there'is no remiffion 
of {ins this life ended, yet the righ- 
teouſneſſe imputed abideth ſtill,and 
ftandeth'/a man in ſtead todiſcharge 
and ſethim free from all the fins of 
his life by-paſt, which otherwiſe the 
Lord might require at his hands. 
Agains, it remaineth in an inſepa- 
rablefruit and effe of it, which is 
perfeQ-holineſſe, to-wit, a confor- 
mitie"of the whole man vnto the 
will of God. 203 1. 
$1420 02 Thus 
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Thus being deſtitute of Scrip- 
rures, they fiye vnto reaſon, plead- 
ing for themſclues inthis manner. 
ObiedF. Chritt, the ſecond Adam, 
did reſtore no more then the firſt 
Adam loſt; but the firft 4demneuer 
had, and therefore could neuerloſe 
this impurative righteouſneſſe:ergo. 
An. The propoſition is falſe; tor 
Chriſt, as hee was cuery way farre 
more excellent then Adam was, ſo 
he is far moreliberall in conferring 
grace, and in beſtowing his gifts, 
then Adam was prodigall in loſing 
them,andin depriuing himſelfe md 
his poſteritie ofthem, and therfore 
vouchſafed many moreand greater 
ifts vnto vs, then Adam euer loſt: 
* firſt, 42am neuer had juſtifying 
Faith , neyther indeede was it ne- 
ceſlary in that eſtate: hee belecued 
in God, but hee knew not, neyther 
belecued in the Meſſtas; but _ 
th 
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hath: vouchſafed vs this ſupernaty- 
rall gift of iuſtifying Faith. Againe, 
Adam had not the grace of confir- 
mation and finall perſeuerance, and 
therfore beingtempted, {ellchough 
the free motionof his owne will:but 
wee haue the ſecond grace, that is, 
of corroboration, whereby wee are 
preſeruedin the(tate ofgrace,which 
is the priuiledge of the Pate of re- 
demprion, before the ſtate of inno- 
cencie. Adam had power to haue 
ſtood, if hee would, but hee had no 
power to will that hee could, bur we 
by the bleſſing of God haue in ſome 
part,both the poſſe and the velle, in- 
ſomuch as it is not poflible for vs, 
being once in the ſtate of grace, ey- 
ther totally to fall, or finally to pe- 
riſh.Forthe Aſſumption: 4dam had 
the ſame righteouſnes for ſubltance 
which we haue, but not in one and 
theſamemanner -: Aday had it relt- 
dent 
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dent in his perſon by inherencie,but 
wee haue it out of our {clues from 
another by impuration. 

Now being deſtitute both of 
Scriptures and reaſon, they try ano- 
ther way,if norto ſtabliſh their own 
ſuppuſed righteouſnes, yet tobring 
our doctrine of impuration 1n- 
ro contempt , and, therefore they 
ſearch their wits, Jabouring by all 
meanes to faſten ſome grofſe abſur- 
ditics vpon it, but all in vaine. Firſt 
therefore, they reaſon thus : If the 
rightcouſneſle of Chriſt bethe righ- 
teouſneſſe of afinner,then cuery {in- 
nerthat beleeueth is as righteousas 
Chriſt,and conſequently a Sauiourz 
both which are abſurd: the ground 
of this argument is, becauſe the 
ſelfe-11me perte& righteouſneſle, 
which is in Chriſt, both for parts 
and degrees, is made his by impu- 
tation, the which is neceſlary, be- 

cauſe 
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cauſe the righteouſneſſe which iu- 
ſtiferh muſt be abſolute, and in all 

ints anſwerable vnto the morall 
w. For the anſwering of this,firſt, 
conſider the abſurditie ofthis kinde 
of reaſoning in the like inſtances : 
It che light ofthe Sunne bethe light 
of the Ayre, then the Ayre is as 
lightſome as the Sunne, and conſe- 
quently the Sunne it ſelfe, that is, 
the fountaine of light and heate. If 
the heare of the fire be the heate of 
a mans hand, then the hand is as 
hot as the fire. If the water of the 
fountaine be the water of the riuer, 
then the riucr is the fountaine,or as 
copious and cleereas the tountaine, 
Who can endure to heare this idle 
and fooliſh talking, fori deſerueth 
not the name of reaſoning ? nay, 
whole cares doe not glow to heare 
it ? But to ſatisfie this cauill and fo- 
phiſtication more fully , both the 
conſcquents 
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conſequents of the Propoſition are” 
falſe. For firſt , though the ſane 
righteouſnefle which is in Chriſtbe 
madeours,yetnot inthe ſame man- 
ner: in him it is inherent, as in his 
proper ſubic&; in vs it is not reſi- 
dent, but after a fort annexed vnto 
vs, to wit, by imputation: Againe, 
though it were in vs as it is inhim, 
yetit ſhouldnotbe equall in both. 

ObzefF. But it will beſaid, it is a- 
like pertect in both, therefore equall 
in both. 

An. It followeth not;for the dif- 
ference of inequalitic ariſeth not of 
the righteouſneſle it ſelfe, which of 
it ſelfe, and by it ſelfe conſidered, 
neyther admirterh decreaſe norin« 
creaſe; but from the diuerſitie of 
the ſubiect: for being in Chriſt, it is 
not the righteouſnes of a barecrea- 
ture, bur of him alſo that is the 
Creator; yea, of God' himſelfe, for 
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whom Chriſt ſuffered,God ſuffered; 
when Chriſt obeyed, God obeyed, 
inſomuch as this rightcouſneſle is 
of infinite merit, price, value and 
dignitic, to fatisfic for the whole 
world, yea, often thouſand worlds, 
if itwere therto appointed by God: 
but in man it is the righteouſneſſe 
of a bare creature,and no more:the 
diucrſitie therefore of the ſubie&t 
doth adde great cxcellencie vntoit, 
though the thing for ſubſtance be 
the ſame in both. 

Toexplane this by this compari- 
ſon: The ſame rightcouſneſſe which 
is in Chriſt, is in the good Angell, 
and as perfect both for ſubſtance 
and degree, ſhall weetherefore rea- 
ſon,thatthe good Angellis as righ- 
teous as Chriſt ?nothing leſle : and 
why ? becauſe the rightcouſneſle of 
the one is but the rightcouſneſſe of 
thecreature, theother is beſides,the 
righte- 
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righteouſneſſe of the Creator,.The 
other conſequent is farre more vn- 
reaſonable, for though the infinite 
merit of Chriſt be imputed to the 
ſinner, yet not infinitely,bur fo farre 
forth as it ſerueth to ſacisfie the iu- 
ſtice of God, andto make him righ- 
tcous before God. 

Tomake this plaine by a familiar 
compariſon : Thewhole light ofthe 
Sunne is communicated to one ſtar, 
yet not wholy, but with a quatenm, 
ſowfarre forth as it cauſeth the ſaid 
Srarre to ſhine. 

ObieeF. Further, they would in- 
ferre a ſecond abſurditie: If we be 
rightcons by the righteonſneſle of 
Chrift impured, then-hee is a ſinner 
by the imputation of our finne, and 
conſequently the childe of the Di- 
vell, which is blaſphemie once to 
remember. 

Anſ. We may ſafely and without 

D 2 indig- 
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indignitie vnto the holy perſon of 


our Sauiour Chriſt,8 according to 
the tenure of this Scripture, terme 
him a ſinner, yet nor properly, but 
relatiuely only,as weſhewed before: 
neither doth it hence follow that he 
' is become the childe of the Dwell, 
for a man may be properly and per- 
ſonally a ſ{mnner, and yet not the 
childe of rhe Diuell; much more 
then imputatively : but this diabo- 
licall citle, Saint Zohn giueth onely to 
thoſe that cominir fin,that is,wholy 
addict themſclues to the practiſe of 
ſinne, with full conſent of will, and 


with delight, and make an Art and- 


occupation of ſ{inning, and keepea 
courſe therein : for the children of 
God,though they be {anfull,yet th 
are not the Sonnes of the Diuell, 
but the adopted Sonnes anddaugh- 
ters of God. 

Objieft, But it will be ſaid, that 
| Chuif 
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Chriſt invs is becomea committer 
of {inne, becauſe our commiſſions 
are imputed vnto himzwhy may not 
he therefore be termed films drabob, 
at the leaſt by imputation? 

Anſ. lothisI anſwere: howſoe- 
uerour {mneis in regard ofthe guilt 
and puniſhment trauſlated vnto 
Chriſt, yer no turther, and thertore 
theſe conſequents of files ire, which 
agreeth onely to them thar are par- 
takers of Adams ſinnes, and files di- 
abob , which agreerh onely to them 
that perſonally worke and practiſe 
ſinne, cannot be .cxtended to him 
who is onely relatiuely a finner. 

Obrect. If wee by this righteouſ- 
nefſe imputed, be madef/y Dez,then 
why ſhould not hee by impuration 
of our ſinnes be made filins Diabolt? 

Anſ. The reaſon is notalike, he 
is not at all capableof the one, bur 
weare capableof the other: neither 
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is it neceſlary thateuery conſequent 
and property of ſinne,which it hath 
and bringeth with it'in vs, ſhould 
be tranſlated vnto Chriſt: for it can- 
not be proued by Scripture that he 
tooke any more vpon him then the 
guilt fault , and puniſhment of our 
Innes. 

To make this plaine by compari- 
ſon: The debt of one man is impu- 
ted ynto another, viz. the Suretie, 
and yet not the conſequent of the 
debr,for the debtin thedebter hath 
banqueruptneſle annexed vnto it, 
whichit hath notinthe ſurety,being 
an able man:ſoour {innes in vs haue 
many titles and conſequents annex- 
ed vnto them , mentioned in the 
Scripture, which cannot be. faſined 
vpon Chriſt, and it were great iniu- 
ric to impute them vnto him, as it 
is great iniquitic for the debter be- 


ſides his debt to impute alſo his 
banque- 
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banquerupenes vnto the ſurety:nay, 
if the debter ſhal but call his pledge, 
or terme hima banquerupt impura- 
tively, inregard of his proper debr 
tranſlated vnto the other, hee ſhall 
offer him no ſmall injurie and dil- 
grace, and teltific his vnthankefull 
minde : how much lJefle may this 
vile ticleeither imputatiuely or falſe- 
ly be aſcribed vnto Chriſt, without 
great diſgrace and diſhonour to his 
perſon ? inaſmuch as that onelythe 
Scripture teſtifieth to be imputed 
vnto him, which falleth vnder finne, 
vis. fault, guilt, puniſhment, and 
not all that followeth vpon it in vs. 

But how then is that title raken 
from vs 2doe we ſtill after tuſtifica- 
tion remaine the ſonnes of the Di- 
uell 2nothing leſle : for wee are be- 
come the adopted Sonnes'of God 
in Chriſt . Now that which giueth 


vs the right of adoption doth abo- 
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liſhtheformer ticle,which isnotthe 
imputation of this diabolica!l title 
from vs vnto Chriſt, but the impu- 
tationof Chriſts rightcouſneſle vn= 
to vs, whereby wee are become no 
{onnes of the Diuell, but Sonnes of 
God. 

And to conclude, this very blaſ- 
phemy, which they doe fo much 
feare and abhorre, may (will they, 
nill they) be faſtned vpontheir do- 
Etrine of Iuſtification: tor if wee be 
iuſtibed by the righteouſneſle of 
Chriſt infuſed, then hee is a ſinner 
by our finne and corruption infuſed, 
and fo ſhall become indeede juices 
aiabol:,orelſe the Apoſtles Antithe- 
ſis fals ro the ground, which to the 
iudgement of any indifferent man is 
firme and ſure. 

0b. K is further replycd that vp- 
on this doctrine of Impuration it 
will follow,that God ſhal pronounce 
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a falfe iudgement, vis; him to be 
iuſt,who is indeede vniuſt and a fin- 
ner,cuen as ifa man thould falue vp 
a wound, and draw ouer a skin ouer 
' thatwhichis feſteredand corrupted 
within : or as if one ſhould build a 
Tombe, paint it, and makeir glori- 
ous without, there being nothing 
within bur rottenneſle, ſtinke, and 
dead mens bones. | 
Anſ. The conſequent alfois falſe, 
for God doth pronounce no man 
tuſt, whom he doth not make iult at 
the very ſame inſtant, euen in him- 
ſelfe:for by the lelfe-ſameact wher- 
by a man is iuſtified, hee is alſo ſan- 
Ctifted,and by the ſame iuſtice and 
no.other; for that which is imputed 
to iuſtifie,is alſo infuſed to ſanRike, 
andis inherent in vs, at the leaſt, in 
the fruit and efhicacie of it. 'To ex- 
plane this further; the perſon who 
is juſtified, ceaſeth to be a ſinnerin 
regard 
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regard of guilt wholy,and in regard 
of the corruption of nature alſo 
in part, which though it be not al- 
_ aboliſhed, yet it receiuerh 
a deadly wound in the very act and 

inſtant, and neuer raigneth after ; 

yea, toproccede further,at the very 
ſamerime, and in the ſame act, hee 
is preſently ſanQified, and therfore 
© worthily eſteemed and adiudged of 

God,holy and iuſt preſently, 1fay,in 
regard of all the parts and fſub- 
ſtance of holineſlſe, which is after- 

ward to receive his accompliſh- 

ment by degrees in this life, and in 
death, tobe wholy conſummareand 
finiſhed. 

0b. Laſtly, they vrge and ſay, that 
it cannot ſtand with Gods iuſtice, 
to iuſtifie and abſolue a finner : for

and to condemmne the inſt, both theſe 
are abhominable to the Lord.
